Being member of Delimitation Commission from Jharkhand 1 feel that the recent 
move of your commission to reduce the four existing assembly segment to three under 
Deoghar District of Jharkhand is totally impractical and illogical. 

I f would amount to more that four lakh voters in each three assembly segments. This 
would result in total imbalance in respect of not only ratio of voters but would also reduce 
Assembly Segments from 18 to 17 in Santhal Pargana. It would also hamper development of 
this most backward Santhal Pargana region. Considering various factors, 1 am suggesting 
two options (a) & (b) to balance the situation. The commission can accept any of the two 
options in an effort to accept the people's voice. 

(a) As discussed earlier it would be better to carve Sarwan and Devipur Blocks 
which are geographically adjacent to form fourth assembly segment 
without disturbing Deoghar SC reserve Assembly - Constituting of Deoghar & 
Mohanpur blocks. 

(b) It (a) is not acceptable then keeping in mind the above mentioned facts, I am 
of the opinion that either the previous proposal of four assembly segments 

.constituting Sarwan & Mohanpur Blocks in one constituency should not be 
deserted. 
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I request you to consider my suggestion seriously and bring necessary changes in tne 
proposal draft regarding Jharkhand to avoid public out burst.
